Last night the delegation which had 
viaited President Wilson, issued a for- 
mal statement in which it was dec­

“More than once his voice broke- 
especially 
when 
he referred to the 
soldier boys and the mothers of those 
who had fallen in battle,” the state­ 
ment added. 
“Hie whole occasion was inexpres­ 
sibly solemn and tender. 
It is noth­ 
ing less than tragic that the Presi­ 
dent has been brought to such a stric­ 
ken physical condition as the result 
of his indefatigable labors for his 
country and for humanity.
